Howdy all on QRP-L, this message concerns email providers, one of which is 
necessary for anyone wishing to use the QRP-L list. My purpose here is to 
provide a warning about signing up with the wrong company. I signed up with 
AOL, and it sure looks like it is going to cost me about three hundred 
fifty-eight dollars. 


A little over month ago I received one of those millions of 50-hour free 
America On Line (AOL) trial CD software disks. During the 25 days that I used 
this trial version of AOL, access to the services was almost perfect, in fact 
I only got less then 5 busy signals total during dozens of log-on calls over 
those 25 days. Being satisfied, I signed up for the 2 year in advance rate of 
just under 15 bucks per month, a total of 358 dollars which I paid up front 
by a single mouse click. That was about 2 weeks ago and it was in my opinion 
now a big mistake. 


The day after accepting that offer, I started getting busy signals every 
evening which I try to get online. Every single evening. 


Most evenings I cannot get any access to AOL, even with 10 to 30 tries of 
calling on the two local AOL access numbers. The best I've done in the last 2 
weeks after signing up was to get connected after 8 dials. Every other 
evening I could not get on at all after trying 10 to 30 dials and then 

giving up. Both lines were always busy. 


The AOL 800 number for tech help, and also the one for billing plays a 
recorded message apologizing for the fact that capacity of the access system 
is now very poor. So AOL admits that there is a very serious problem 
accessing their service now. 


Called their billing information service tonight to politely ask for refund 
of the money because I cannot get online hardly at all. AOL representative 
informed me that I cannot receive a refund, they said that once I had paid 
them, its a non refundable situation, and that they absolutely will NOT 
refund the money despite my report of not being able to use their service 
hardly at all. They said that it is too bad that I'm out the money but that 
AOL will not give to me any refund because AOL does not in any way guarantee 
that AOL will in fact be able to provide reasonable service for the charges 
which they have collected in advance from their customers. 


Just posted this so that folks on the list can consider some things before 


signing up for an EMAIL service for to read the QRP-L list. I would say that 
a single month in advance payment is much better policy then longer periods, 
that way the risk would be relatively small. 


By the way Compuserve continues to answer without being busy. I am on Csi 
every night and haven't gotten a single busy signal in weeks. I only added 
AOL for their heavily advertised low cost Internet access, should have stayed 
with the more expensive Compuserve (Csi).

It was my pleasure, really. It was a laid back, easy go'n 
evening with several nice QRP chats. More than half of QSOs 
went beyond the normal exchange - my idea of a good time in 
this hobby.

I'm a big fan of the half square antenna. But for 30 & 40M the verticals 
are pretty long. For 30M the verticals need to be about 25' and 
horizontal wire is about 49'. 

So I used a BASIC program called REDUC3 and used that data for a 30M half 
square shortened by 30%.. 

I had to wind #14 wire 9.5 turns over 2" PVC for each vertical. Then 
measured 9.7' and 6.5' wires and attached to the coils. This cuts 9 feet 
off the total length. The shorter wire is attached to the horizontal 

wire which is left at 49’... 

To get the SWR's to 1.5 I had to add an extra foot to the 9.7' bottom 
wire. So the total reduction is 8' ! That really helps my yard which 
sometimes looks like a spider web of wire antennas! At least this one 
wont bump anyone in the head! 

On the air the antenna works great, and I might reduce my 40M half square 
next as one vertical almost touches the ground! A great plaything for our 
cats! 

So now I can take down my 30M hamstick and use it on my truck where it 
belongs... I'm looking forward to getting my 38S, it should work great

An 8 pin mini-DIP is pretty easy to de-solder, even from a plated 
through PCB. At the next swap meet, look for a few things: 


*x A vacuum solder-sucker, like a Solda-Pullt or somesuch. Get one 
with the plastic nozzle (the metal nozzle is too dangerous on PCBs). 


*x A few surplus PCBs loaded with components. These are for practice. 


*x A small flat-blade screwdriver, the tip of the blade no wider than 
Fae ae 


To desolder: 

1. Use a fine tip on your iron with a moderate temperature. 

2. Heat the pin/pad so that the solder melts all the way through 
the hole. Sometimes it helps to add a little flux - a tiny bit of 


solder can be the source. 


3. Once the hole is heated through (about the same amount of time it 
takes to solder the joint), rapidly remove the soldering iron and 


put of the nozzle of the solder-sucker flat against the PCB, centered 
on the pin. 


4. With no delay, push the button on the solder sucker. 


xx I can't emphasize the need to be smooth and rapid in steps #3 and #4 
enough. Rapid so the solder stays liquid; smooth so you don't damage 
the PCB. It isn't as hard as it sounds, practice on some junk boards xx 


5. Inspect the desoldered hole. Usually, a little bit of solder will 
be sticking between the component lead and hole. You can free this 
up by teasing it slightly with the hot iron, or, in minor cases, 

with a little tease with the screwdriver. Ina difficult case, you 
may need to re-apply solder and re-suck the hole after teasing it 

a little. 


6. Do this for every hole on the component to remove. 


7. When all holes are clear, the component often falls out. If not, 
carefully inspect all the holes, top and bottom, for solder. If you 
can't find any obvious solder globs left over, then very carefully tease 
the component out of the PCB with the small screwdriver. Be careful 
when prying as to not ding, cut or otherwise mar any traces on the top 
of the board. 


8. After removing the component, inspect the PCB top and bottom for 
any little globs of solder; remove them and (ideally) clean the PCB 
top and bottom before installing the new component. I usually use a 
Q-tip swab with alcohol for this. 


As hard as it sounds, the above process takes less than a minute for 
most components, and I rarely fry the board. Larger DIPs (24 - 48 pins) 
take longer, but be patient. I think that a desoldering test would 

be xfar morex valuable than a Morse code test to get a ham license, 

BTW, but that's just me ;-). 


In RF circuitry, a socket can be a liability, by adding extra 
parasitic reactances. In any circuit, a socket is a reliability 
liability. So, think carefully before using sockets in radio gear.

>is to look at the load that the generator sees looking out of its 
>output terminals. This load must be the complex conjugate of its 
>internal source impedance. 


Hi Jeff, When you said "the" load, I assumed you were talking about 
the only load referenced in the conjugate matching theorem - the one 
at the load end of a transmission line. It appears now that you were 
not talking about the same load that the theorem talks about. Sorry 
I misunderstood. 


>From the generator terminals outward, I think we both 

understand what happens because there are only passive elements, 
however complex. What I perceive that you and the ARRL do not 
appreciate is the dynamic nature of the generator. When one looks 
back into the generator terminals, one is actually not seeing the 
load - the load is in the opposite direction. What one is seeing 
is the effect of the load. What one is seeing is the xloadlinex of 
the generator. It's obvious that whoever named it the loadline 
realized that it was being determined by the load. 


Thevenin and Norton equivalent circuits are invalid for modeling 
xanythingx with a non-dissipative loadline! Please purge your mind 
of the Thevenin model for this discussion - it just doesn't work 
for the analysis of typical ham radio amplifiers. Thevenin, himself, 
warned against such use of his model. 


We can buy linear amplifiers with a 50 ohm internal impedance but 
those devices are not generally used as the output amplifier for 

ham radios. Our amps are usually discrete tubes or transistors 

and, when operating properly as designed, have the voltage output 
and the current output in phase in a particular ratio of voltage 

to current that determines the loadline. It is not usually 50 ohms 
but is usually matched to 50 ohms by a four-terminal network. If you 
have ever done any simple RF amplifier design, you know the loadline 
dynamically adjusts itself to the load - it has no other choice. 

But there is only one loadline that will allow for the maximum 


transfer of power to the load without exceeding the dissipation 
rating of the amplifier. That's just got to be the conjugate match 
point. Now here's the key, IMO, that you (and the ARRL) are missing. 
Please open your (self-admitted) closed mind for just a few minutes. 


The primary impedance one sees when looking back into a functioning 
discrete RF amplifier stage in a typical ham radio, is R-loadline, 
a NON-DISSIPATIVE RESISTANCE. We conceptualize about lossless 
transmission lines because it makes the concepts and math simple 
enough for most people to understand. Keep that mind open for 

just a few more minutes while we conceptualize about a lossless 

RF amplifier. (I know there is no such thing but there being no 
such thing has not stopped us from discussing lossless transmission 
lines.) 


What should the load impedance be to ensure maximum power transfer 
from a lossless generator? Zero? Hi - Hi - Hi! Seems to me that 

an amplifier should be tuned to a designed-for loadline, (not 
exceeding it's maximum dissipation rating), i.e. *matched* to it's 
designed-for load. The loadline is then automatically matched to the 
load and xx*x*a conjugate match is achievedxx*x. The R-loadline in the 
amplifier is then the conjugate of the designed-for load. W8JI has run 
experiments that indicate a change in the R-loadline in either direction 
causes a drop in power delivered to the load. Introducing reactance to 
the load does the same thing. IMO, if it is impossible to increase the 
power delivered to the load, that can be xnothing but* a conjugate 
match. 


>Regarding the subject about which the "world's foremost RF experts" 
>disagree, I honestly don't have a clue what it is. In everything I 
>read by them, I see agreement. Could it be that some third party has 
>misinterpreted their comments, taken umbrage, and started a malicious 
>rumor? Hmmmmm... 


Begging your pardon, IMO, based on what is generally known, I 
respectfully agree with the "not having a clue" part. :-) I engaged 

in months of email directly back and forth to the ARRL. I wound up 
feeling just like Copernicus did when he told the Pope that the earth is 
not the center of the universe. Find out for yourself what is happening 
to Walter Maxwell's considerable and enlightening contributions. 


I apologize if I have misunderstood any of your postings. It appears 
that we have never disagreed on anything in the rest of your latest 
posting. I trust you are not trying to imply such with a straw man. 
The only thing we disagree on is the value of the generator impedance 
in a normally functioning, properly tuned ham radio amplifier. It 
certainly cannot be measured by bouncing an unrelated signal frequency 
off of it. The impedance calculated by Bruene is interesting but, IMO, 


has nothing to do with actual conditions at the operating frequency of 
the amplifier. That opinion is shared by xallx of the professional RF 
designers that I have polled. 


The bottom line is, if I am right, we have always been tuning our 
antenna tuners to a conjugate match for the purpose of delivering 
maximum available power to the antenna. If you are right, we are not 
doing that. It follows then, that there must be a new and superior 

way to tune our systems for the purpose of radiating more power. I just 
want to know what that new and superior procedure is. That information 
would be worth a lot to a QRPer.

However, we have three access lines here in St. Louis so I 
only have to dial, on average, eight times before I can get a line. THIS IS 
VERY FRUSTRATING. 


I use AOL only for email because it supports MIME encoding and Compuserve 
does not. On Monday I should receive network software from Southwestern Bell. 
When that arrives, American On-line will be a thing of the past. I have been 
with them for at least five years, probably more. But I need the email for 
work as well as pleasure. When I need to transmit a file over the Internet, I 
need to send it right then, not late at night. 


My first thought was that the unlimited usage was enabling users to stay 
connected twenty-four hours a day, regardless of whether they were using the 
system or not. They emailed me back a note saying that they have a fifteen 


minute timer that drops inactive connections. I still wonder if those being 
disconnected, dont just have their system setup to immediately dial back up 
if disconnected.

If you paid by check, has it been processed yet. If not, but a stop payment 
order on it. That puts the leverage back on your side. 


If none of the above, write to Steve Case, their President, copy the Better 
Business Bureau and one or two Computer Magazine editors. Describe what their 
billing person said to you and ask if that is really their corporate policy. 
Tell them that you want and expect a full refund. Anything else would be 
consumer fraud on their part. That ought to get some reaction.

If you are looking for a good rugged device to replace the one you just 
blew up in your QRPs PA stage, I recommend the NTE235. I just put one in 
my TAC-1 for 80 after the MRF-476 failed to survive my tuner tunings. 


You see, the short bursts of high SWR on my 80m were just too much for 
the little fellow, and he reacted to the reactance by committing suicide. 
Fine, says I, a lesson learned. After performing the rites of passage 
into the smoke-free hereafter for him (the trash can for you infidels), I 
looked for a new guinea pig, er, candidate. The NTE235 was available here 
at Electronic City for about $6.30, so I decided to try it. It produces 
about 7 watts output in the 80m TAC-1, and runs cool. At least, its 
supposed to run cool. Read on, pilgrims. 


Yesterday, while I had the antenna switch in the OTHER position as I 
listened to the 40m TAC-1, I smelled something like the arrival of the 
smoke demon. I looked around to see if I had left the soldering iron on. 
Nope, it was as cool as could be. Funny, I still smell something like 
burning wires. Must be coming from the other room where the electric 
heater is on. You know, when a hair gets drawn into the heating element, 
and then, POOF! Man, that smells bad! 


Finally I brushed my arm over the open cabinent of the 80m rig as I 
reached for something. Say! WHAT IS SO HOT OVER HERE? Uh Oh. Quick! Turn 
off the power switch. (The 12v to the PA collector is always there if the 
power switch is on.) Now, getta grip. Maybe it'll be OK when it cools 
off. 

Yeah. Let it cool off. I just looked at it sheepishly to see if the PCB 
had also gone up in smoke. Looks OK. Ahh! It couldn't have been too hot 
for too long, or the PA would have shorted completely and taken out the 
fused power supply that was also powering the 40m rig. I would have 
noticed when it lost power. Dunce cap is ON. <8%) Duhhh! 


Ya know what? It's OK! After it cooled off and I checked the power output 
on the OHR WM-1, it had the same RF output as before! It's just better 
"stress-relieved" now, that's all. The white thermal compound on the heat 
sink does look a little "cooked" now, though. :-( 


So what happened? Well, with the antenna switched over to the OTHER rig, 
I must have bumped the keyer paddle, and sent a burst of RF into an open 
load. The PA responded to this indiscretion by yelling at the top of its 


"lungs" in VHF parasitic oscillations. I just can't hear those 
frequencies! I did repeat this accidental "experiment" with the monitor 
scope on it to see what kind of obsenities it was trying to scream at me.

Looking up the spec's on the NTE235 revealed it has a very good BVcbo and 
BVceo of 65 volts. A pulsed collector current of 3 amps, BVebo of 4 
volts, and an hFE of 80. The collector dissipation is 12 watts, and it 
has a fT 

of 300 MHz. (Probably near the frequency it was screaming at me). 


Hey! This is one tough lil bugger! It survives well even without a 
protective zener diode! Good Grief Charlie Brown! 


So the rule of the day is: "Turn off the power to any un-used rigs while 
you are playing with another one." Especially if they share the same 
antenna switch, or have paddles connected. 


If you err, and your little peep squeak PA's agony is undetected by you 
(a fluke of nature that we don't hear or see in the lower EM spectrum), 
try a much more rugged device that can sustain the torture you subject it 
to.

Thanks for the reply Ray. Yes, my call did indeed belong to Bill Halligan 
for many years. However, much to the dismay of many OT, the call has two 
predecessors prior to being issued to Bill. I can accurately trace the 
call's roots back to one George L. Winberg of Chicago, Illinois. My 1921 
Callbook shows him licensed for 250 watts of spark power. Around 1930 the 
call was picked up by John E. Brennan of St. Louis, Missouri. Then, I 
believe it was 1946 when the FCC revised several call districts and created 
the new "zero" call district West of the 'ole Mississippi River. Prior to 
1946, all current tenth district calls west of the 'Ole Miss' were issued 
in the ninth call district. For instance, Art Collins was W9CXX before he 
became WOCXX. His *xoriginal* call is still available. Brennan then became 
WOAC as it is still listed today. However, his call is now expired and I 
suspect he has become a SK as he would be 97 years old. Bill more than 
likely picked up W9AC in the late '40s or very early ‘50s. Upon his move 
to Miami, he let his license lapse and he too became a SK in 1992 or 1993.

Guy: 
I recently finished my LDG QRP tuner and it's workibng fine. I'll try to cover 
each of your questions. 


1A Count turns just as the instructions say. Everytime a wire passes through 
the core, call it a turn, even if in your own mind you might want to think of it 
as a half turn. 

1B If in doubt, go with the text rather than the illustrations. The last turn 
is just one more wire pass through the core. If it says 10 turn, you should see 
10 wires side by side inside the core, no more, no less. 

1C Assume the tabular values are critical. That way you won't go wrong. Most 
of us have "interpreted" instructions over the years, and usually get ourselves 
in hot water. "Interpretation" is fine, after you have the device working, and 
are looking to tweak it. Don't let your "interpretations" get in the way of 
making the box work the first time. 


2  BIFILAR winding in these instructions means twisted together. Another use 
of the term, as in winding baluns, uses it to mean the two wires laying close 
together as a parallel pair of wires. Again, here the meaning is twisted 
together. I did it the wrong way, and had to redo the toroid with twisted 
windings and it worked fine then. 


3 I have tried increasing the coupling between the input lead and the sensor 
toroid, and frankly I can't see any improvement. The real performance of the 
tuner is set in the microprocessor algorthms, and small changes in coupling 
don't seem to have any effect that I could see. 


Hope this helps, Guy. It really is a slick little tuner.

the smoked part with a new one with pre-installed smoke 
-or, if one knows how, reinstalling the smoke into the 
part is normally all that is required to return the QRP 
rig to service.

What you want to try to do is get hooked up with an ISP who will give you 
a shell account. You need an ISP within your local calling area or the 
phone co. charges will be about $6.00/hour. 


My ISP charges $20/month for unlimited time hooked up to his machine.

The ISP who provides you with a shell account will have some 
type of newsreader on his/her machine. He should be able to 
tell you how to use it. If all you have is email, there are 
still ways to get the news sent to you via email. I don't know 
what they are, since I have the shell account, hence full 


internet access, but I think some more specific questions to 
this list should bring some help. 


Hmmmmm -- this is an interesting problem -- because a lot of 
your questions could best be answered by posting to the 
appropriate USENET group! It's the chicken and the egg thing. 


> Ok I know what you are thinking why does this guy doen't search 
> over the WWW to satisfy his curiosity? Just because I only have access 
> to a text only terminal on my Unix account. 


Ahhhhhh I should have read your entire post before jumping the 
gun! You xdox have a shell account! 


You say "only" as if apologizing for it: I use text only by 
CHOICE -- can't stand to waste my time for all useless graphics 
-- although I will modify my stand when I find decent 
schematics coming along. 


Anyway, you have a shell account. You can use the newsreaders: 
trn, rtin, -- gosh there must be a bunch of them. Ask your ISP 
what he/she uses to read xhis/herx news! Go to your local 
library and see if they have any books on the Internet that you 
can borrow -- or ask them to get you one: just look up the 
library's "Books In Print" (Subject volumes) under "Internet" 
and fill out the interlibrary loan request. 


I did what my ISP told me -- that got me started, then I found 
out about slrn, which I use now and am quite happy with its 
speed and usefulness. You can also do a "man trn" or a "man 
rtin" or a "man tin" or a "man slrn" to see if there are any 
docs on your system that talk about the newsreaders. 


Have you gotten to the point of installing any software on your 
ISP's machine? This is a very nice ability to have. I found 
about slrn and installed it on my ISP's machine: it works great. 


Incidentally, you can get very good web access (but not to 
graphics, which are xmostlyx a waste of time anyway, using 

"lynx" the text-only web browser. Try typing "lynx" to your 

shell command prompt and see what happens. If lynx comes up, type 
? and you will get the help that tells you how lynx works. 


If you want a thumbnail sketch of how to run lynx, email me. I 
have a brief thing written up. 


Let me know if you need any specific help. I will try to help.
